This action is responsive to the amendment filed 04-07-2006, which has been entered. 
Claims 1-8 and 19-20 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of a drive arrangement as set forth 
in claims 1 and 19, and most significantly requires a first variable drive selected from a 
one way clutch mechanism and a first clutch and is connected to a first shaft; a fix drive 
member is connected to a second shaft such that a belt transfers power between the 
first drive and the fix drive member; a second clutch connected to the first shaft, and a 
second fix drive member is connected to the second shaft such that a second belt 
operable to transfer rotation between the second clutch and the fix member.
